able opponent, whose election to the 
presidency of the chamber of depu- 
ties last year, after breaking away 
from his former connection with the 
famous party previously referred to, 
gave the first blow to M. Combes.

Bare Business Which Suffers with 


the Rise of Modern Civ- 


ilization.

In the second test 
the back and edge are struck by a 
skilled swordsmau agaJnst aji oak 
block, 
in the third tesi the sword 


inusi bend into aii arc of a certain 
number of degrees, according to its 
Oneness. 
The best swords must bead 


into a perfect circle. 


"The b<-st swords, further, are put 


through the Spanish or Toledo tost. 
Thfey are Jimst against plates of solid 
iron. 


"Good swords cost from $15 up, and 


of course presentation blades run into 
a lot of money. 
The last we made 


cost $500. 
The pattern of the blade 


was especially uesigned and inscribed, 
and the scaubard was 
of 
fishskin, 


mounted with 22-carat gold. 
The 


handle was of gold and ivory. 


The czar of Russia, the sultan of 


Turkey, and the shah of Persia all 
have swords ranging in value from 
$5,000 io $50.000, but even these are 
outdone by tht 
massive 
scimitars 


worn by many native Indian princes, 
who simply utilize the golden hilts 
of their swords as settings for whole 
fortunes of precious 
stones. 
The 


Maharaj Kunwar of Baroda has a 
carved sword whose scabbard and hiit 
are encrusted with diamonds, rubies 
and emeralds of the first water, the 
whole being valued at $100,000. 


"Actors are good patrons of the 


swordmaker. Sir Henry Irving had a 
fine collection of swords, while Fran- 
cis Wilson's and Richard 
Mansfield's 


collections are not to be despised.

Tbe shells are brought from the !t«4 


«ea.* niid iu the baud* of native artisans 
are ixilished and carved. ;he larger into 
elaborate designs; the smaller are cut 
uji for rosaries and crosses. The work Is 
all done by hand, and the methods are 
amazingly primitive to a spectator from 
the home of steam and electric power. 
But the n-suhs are extraordinary. The 
largest shell we saw was carved in 
scenes from the birth of Christ, the 
Agony in the Garden, and ihe Cruci- 
fixion, and had the general effect of deli- 
cate frostwork. Under the magnifying 
glass every detail was seen to be per- 
fect in outline and in finish. It was exe- 
cuted to order for a wealthy American. 
and was to cost $160. 


About 150 people make a living by 


this Industry, which Is 500 years old. In 
the shops the workmen sit upon tho 
floor, iheir benches In front of them; 
the air is full of whitish dust, and tho 
light, admitted by the single window and 
the open door, so dim that the exquisite 
tracery of the wrought shells Is a mys- 
tery even before the visitor notes how 
few. 
simple and crude are the instru- 


ments employed. 


INCREASE OF INSANITY. 


Problem Which Confront* the Mu- 


nicipal Authorities of Eng- 


land's Capital. 


London has 26,739 persons on ita 


lists of lunatics. Of these 24,282 are 
supported by the rates. The county 
council is at its wits' end trying to de- 
vise accommodations for the rapidly 
increasing number of the city's Insane. 
January l, 1904. England and Wales, 
with about 32.000,000 inhabitants, had 
117,139 insane persons—an increase of 
3,234 over 1903. Tbe ratio of the in- 
sane to every 10,000 of the population 
went up from 34.14 to 34.71 in 12 
months. 
This almost Incredible and 


dangerous increase is far beyoijd thj|i 
recorded increase 
in the kingdom'^, 


population. 
Indeed, the -decade 189-t- 


1904 
shows that the number of the in- 


sane was as 1 to 327 in 1S94 and as 1 
to 288 in 1904. At this rate of increase 
the end of 
England's supremacy in 


many lines is in sight. Luckily, before 
it is too late, legislation may devise 
methods of meeting the matter and se- 
curing a. remedy. Up to date all ef- 
forts at a successful explanation have 
been unavailing. The expense of fit- 
ting up quarters frv these people baa 
forced London and other places to a 
serious consideration and 
Investiga- 


tion of 
the whole problem and 'all 


points connected th«ewith.

HUMAN THERMOMETERS. 


First Used in Edinburgh Hospitals 


Not More Than Forty 


Years Ago. 


Pretty much every one has had occa- 


sion some time or other to handle, or at 
least see. the modern clinical thermom- 
eter used by physicians for finding th" 
temperature of their patients' bodies. It 
Is in its case somewhat smaller than 
an ordinary stylographic pen, says the 
New York Globe. The following descrip- 
tion of the first clinical thermometers 
used in the Edinburgh hospitals 40 years 
ago was recently given by Sir Lander 
Brunton: 


"The use of the clinical thermometer 


had just been introduced into England 
by the late Prof. Aitken. of Netley. ami 
the clinical wards of the Royal infir- 
mary at Edinburgh, being set apart spe- 
cially for the instruction of university 
students, were provided with two of 
these thermometers. To the best of my 
knowledge they were the only two iq 
Edinburgh, perhaps in Scotland. One 
was beat and the other was straight: 
both were between a foot and 18 inches 
long, and I used to walk proudly about 
the ward with them Co ...lined in some- 
thing resembling an ordinary gun case 
under my arm. But each observation re- 
quired ten minutes, so that ihe number 
it was possible to make during a visit 
was every limited."

Many person* who have an Interact 


In archeology wiH be surprised to know 
that WH all (he mummies to IMS seen 
In atuseiinu have been taken from far- 
away tomb* in Egypt or other eastern 
land*. Well-preuervod mummies have 
occasionally been takt-n from the rulua 
of the cliff dweller* in the mountain 
canyons in Arizona and also in New 
Ifesico and southern California. 


These mummies, though poor speci- 


mens of the mummifying art. are con- 
aiderv>d great treasures by scientists 
becaase they give ihe anthropologist 
a vague idea of the grange people who 
had the earliest civilization on tne 
American continent. The best of them 
are almost entirely Ignorant of who 
the Aztecs and Tolwes were, how they 
lookei and lived and why they have 
been so entirely obliterated from the 
face of the earth. 


The reason for this Ignorance is 


found in the fact that no satisfactory 
remains of the dead Aztecs have been 
founi. These people were cremation- 
ists nnd they probably burned house* 
hold effects with the dead, leaving lit- 
tle wr nothing for the scientist to build 
• theory upon. 


Frequently a party pf explorers in 


the valleys of Arizona will, come upon 
fiealal jars of burned bone dust. But 
the mummy which was found by two 
gold mine prospectors in a lonely can- 
yon along the Gila river In the heart of 
the country once occupied by the Az- 
tecs and Toltecs has excited much at- 
tention. The hollow ip the rocks was 
about seven feet deep and four feet 
high. It was evidently made for the 
purpose of burial of the body found 
there, for no other mummy has ever 
been found within 100 miles of this 
lonely sepulcher. 


At the rear of the cave the miners 


found what appeared to he a chamber 
In the solid granite wall. The mouth 
of the chamber was sealed. When the 
eemontlike substance was broken away 
and a flat stone lifted it was found 
that e. human mummy was 
within. 


There was a smell of rosin and balsam 
when the miners raised the little body 
whlcn bad late there for 500, perhaps 
700, years. The body was evidently 
that of a child, the offspring of prehis- 
toric royalty. When the coverings had 
been removed it was found that the 
body was that of a girl about five 
years of age. 


There was no doubt that she was of 


noble family and that her costly and 
elaborate burial, instead of that of cre- 
mation, had been for 
some extraor- 


dinary reason. Wrappings that filled 
five bushel baskets were unwound from 
the remains. Aa the bands were re- 
moved peanuts and mesquite beans 
rolled out. Both were in as good a 
sta-e of preservation as if they had 
been placed there ^a few months be- 
fore. A child's plaything, a curious 
bone affair, was found placed between 
the arms. The little shriveled hands 
•were clasped about bits of mesquite 
wood and a thick mass of raven black 
hair, much finer th,an that of an In- 
dian, covered the head. The legs were 
drawn up in the position of a child 
creeping. The finger nails were per- 
fect and the teeth Intact. The nose, 
•ears and eyes were; gone and the skin 
was broken on the right knee and one 
of the wrists, exposing bones, sinews 
and dried flesh. 


So fine a mummy .hbd probably never 


beeh found before In the valleys of 
Arizona. It has been photographed 
more than a hundred times. Many 
scientists 
and archaeologists 
have 


traveled long distances to see it and 
eay that It is the most interesting and 
instructive of all things found in that 
part of the country In a decade. It has 
been made a gift to the 
Smithsonian 


Institution.

POSTAL SYSTEMS ABROAD. 


Profits Are Much Greater in France 


Than They Are in Ger- 


many. 


Consul E. Theophllua Liefeld. ol 


Frifrburg, Baden, 
sends 
comparative 


statistics to the department of com- 
merce and labor on the activities of the 
French and German postal systems. A 
specially interesting fact is found 
in 


the tremendous quantity of picture 
postal cards (1,171,840,000) which an- 
nually encumber the German mails. He 
writes: 


"The German'papers have been giv- 


ing their readers a comparative study 
of the post office departments in the 
two countries, much to the advantage 
of the German system. In Germany 
there are 56,367,000 inhabitants, while 
In France there are only 38,962,000. In 
Germany the number of post offices is 
(I.S2 to every 1,000 inhabitants, and 4.8 
officials 
to 
every 1,000 people; in 


France the number is only 0.29, and 
only 2.1 officials to every 1,000 inhabi- 
tants.- In Germany there were 78.431 
letters to every 1,000 persons, and in 
France, 64,552. Germany far surpasses 
France in the sale and manufacture ot 
picture postals, which probably ac- 
counts for the fact that Germany sent 
1,171.£407COO postal- cards -and France 
only 73,COO,0'00,1 


"AR-^gards packages with value 


stated, 367 for every 1,000 inhabitants 
were sent In France, with a value ol 
$30.259.89, ana in Germany with 239, 
but with a value of 177.369.26, 


"Germany sent 2,944 postal money 


orders for every 1,000 persons, repre- 
senting a value of $42,072.26, and 
France sent only 1.208. representing a 
value of $8,700.44, from which it would 
appear that In France more than in 
Germany large amounts are sent by 
means of bank-drafts instead of money 
orders. 
The German post office also 


makes more use of the system of col- 
lecting on delivery of packages or let- 
ters (Post-Nachnahme). The German 
seems to make more use of the tele- 
phone, while the Frenchman 
prefers 


the telegraph. 


"Although the work of the German 


post office is much greater than that ot 
the French, the net receipts are far 
less, from which 
the 
conclusion Is 


drawn that the German post office Is 
managed for the benefit' of the people, 
and the French post office for the finan- 
cial gain of the government. During 
the year from which the above facts 
are taken the receipts of the German 
post office were $119.274,000, and the 
expenditures amounted to $107,308,000, 
it net Income of $11,060,000, while ID 
tho case of France the amounts were, 
respectively, $(i6,006,000 and $41,688,000, 
leaving a net profit of $24,318,000."

Miller of the University of Berlin, is 
equally brutal. 
For. declares thai 


learned savant, the kiss of a beautiful 
woman may and does, under certain cir 
cumstances, bring a quicker and more 
horrible death than the bite of a ser- 
pent 


Such was the startling, not »o say 


sensational, announcement 
made by 


Prof. Miller in a lecture delivered be- 
fore the students of Wesleyan college, 
in Mlddletown. Conn., the other day. 
Prof. Miller Is now sojourning in this 
country, and is Jecti-ring before vari- 
ous r-ollegro and universities upon the 
subject of which he Is acknowledged 
abroad to be the greatest exponent— 
the bacteria of the mouth. Prof. Mil- 
ler has made a special study of tnis 
particular form of bacteria, and ne 
knows whereof he speaks. In his lec- 
ture Prof. Miller recounted a remark- 
able experiment which he made upon a 
beautiful girl in Berlin. An 
arrow 


dipped In saliva fro:n her mouth, he 
discovered, would send Its victim Into 
death throes more terrible than one 
dlppsd in the venom of an asp or any 
othar of the deadly reptiles. He told 
of more than a dozen experiments he 
had thus made upon pigeons, guinea 
pigs and dogs, all of which had proved 
fatal. 


The result of these experiments with 


the poisonous saliva of his patient's 
mouth made him curious to examine 
the toxin properties of other mouths, 
with the result, as already stated, that 
he found a large perT-ntage of mouths 
to be similarly death-dealing. 


If the word of Prof. Miller Is to be 


relied upon, there may be a terrible 
death lurking in the most innocent 
kiss, since osculation would seem to 
be the most likely way that 
these 


death-dealing bacteria could be trans- 
mitted from one subject to another. 
As a precaution he urges that dentists 
shouM use the utmost care in putting 
their fingers into the mouths of their 
patients. He also urges fathers and 
mothers to see that their children do 
not chew their lingers, and suggests 
the advisability of wearing white cot- 
ton mittens tlie better to protect the 
small and tender hands from the dan- 
gerous bacteria. 


Science has for the last decade said 


much against the primitive instinct ot 
kissing, but nothing that has thus far 
been said carries, quite so much weight 
as the utterances of Prof. Miller, who. 
by reason of his fame as a bacteriolo- 
gist, is entitled to and receives 
the 


homage of physicians and scientists 
in two hemispheres. It would be diffi- 
cult, however, to find any New York 
physician who would risk his profes- 
sional popularity sufficiently to con- 
demn the good, old-fashioned habit of 
kissing, nor could any one of them be 
foun-1 who would bo willing to go on 
recori as seriously opposed to kissing. 


"Tlie kiss of anybody might oe poi- 


sonous," declared Dr. Thomas Dar- 
lington, president of the board of 
health, "but why the kiss of a pretty 
girl should be especially singled out 
and put under the ban I do not know. 
If Prof. Miller has been quoted right, 
he referred particularly to the kiss of 
a pretty girl, and that is all nonsense, 
to be sure. 


"Science has for many years recog- 


nized the presence of bacteria in the 
mouth, which, if they found their way 
deep into the tjssues. would, and do", 
causa poisoning. But to be Introduced 
that deep into the tissues or into the 
circulation it would be necessary for 
the infected person to bite his victim 
or her victim, as Prof. Miller chooses 
the pronoun. Long before bacteria 
were recognized in the human system; 
in fact, long before the word had ever 
been~corned, or the idea conveyed by it 
had entered the scientific brain, man- 
kind had discovered the deadliness that 
lurks in the bite of (he human beinp. 
Hence we have had, as all civilized 
races do have, very stringent laws 
against the man or woman guilty of 
mayhem, because the crime of may- 
hem originally referred to the speclflf1 


injury to the person caused by his ad- 
versary'biting him, an injury which 
was so frequently followed by poison- 
ing end subsequent horrible death 
The fratners of 
laws of all 
nations 


have wisely made the crime of may- 
hem 
punishable by extraordinarily 


long sentences of imprisonment, or, 
as in olden times, of severe punish- 
ment, if not the death penalty." 


"The Chinese are everywhere." writes

Out at Knight's I saw a huge camp 
where 1.400 more Chinese prisoners, 
are at work making a deviation of the 
railway Hue from Germiston to Boki- 
burg. 


_"These_sweepings of the 
Chinese 


prisons, who are now overrunning a 
British colony, are not content with 
mere robbery. 
They do that as a 


matter of course. What those isolated 
farms and lonely stores dread is the 
cry of 'Tsa. tsa!'—'Kill, kill!'—from 
the yellow fiends who roam over the 
veldt. 
People in the 
country dare 


scarcely go to bed at 
night. 
They 


gather at each other's houses for pro- 
tection and companionship. 


"What wonder is It that 
terror 


reigns on the veldt, or that the coun- 
try people are now all armed, and 
shoot first, when they see a Chinaman 
at night?" The same writer adds that 
these circumstances are hidden care- 
fully the outside world. The white 
men of South Africa—with the excep- 
tion of the rolne owners—he says, are 
satisfied that the introduction of coolie 
labor was a mistake.

If the earth is to be destroyed by flre: 


as predicted in the Second Epistle of St. 
Peter, what is to cause the fire? Dr. J. 
E. Gore, the British astronomer, finds 
that no outburst of the sun from inter- 
nal activity is likely to be sufficient, and 
it Is to heat from collision that we must 
look. To collide with the nearest fixed 
star the sun mu&L travel at its present 
rate for 80.000 years. The sun is speed- 
ing 11 miles per second toward Vega 
(Alpha Lyrae). and it is possible that 
one of the dark bodies of space may ap- 
proach from that direction, or even now 
be on the way. Dr. Gore calculates that 
such a body having the sun's mass and 
earth's density would shine by the sun'3 
light as a ninth magnitude star on 
reaching a distance of 15,000.000,000 
miles. Moving at the sun's velocity, 
with gradual acceleration, it would ap- 
proach to 6,000,000.000 miles in ten years, 
when it would flash into naked eye view 
as a "new star" of fifth magnitude. In 
four years more it would_be__ag near aa 
Uranus, in another year as near as Jupi- 
ter, and far outshining both Jupiter and 
Venus. 
Then the 
earth's distance 


would be reached in 51 days, and the sun 
in eight days more, the speed having In- 
creased to 400 miles per second. The 
collision would be a colossal St. Pierre. 
Both sun and colliding body would be 
vaporized within an hour, and the stu- 
pendous heat would destroy most of th? 
planets. 
If a direct course were kepr, 


the strange body would not strike any 
planet. But the body might be smaller, 
and. If of the earth's size, would come 
nearer than Uranus before detection, 
giving only a few months' warning of 
disaster. 


DISSERTATION ON OLIVES.

We then went as far as 
the Altan river on Russian peasant 
slecis and from there over the mountain 
range of Werchojausk by reindeer con 
veyance. There was no path, no trail 
no indication of a road, only the eud- 
less white glittering saow-plalns, in- 
terspersed very seldom with

scrubby trees or bushes. 


"We arrived at Werchojausk at mid- 


night, October 31, having left Yakutsk 
October 10. The place is hardly largei 
than the smallest American vlllagu 
The roofs of the poor-looking, tiny log 
huts are merely frozen snow and t'o • 
windows blocks of transparent ice are 
in use. 


"The place is situated at 67 degree? 


north latitude and 138 degrees 51 min- 
utes east longitude. The polar lights 
scintillate there with a splendor and 
beauty seldom seeiTby human "eyes.

ture of the desperado and finished stagf 
robber. Black Bart. 


Thoriif WAS born in New York 7,' 


years ago. He was a nephew of Uniteri 
States Senator 
Thomas C. Plait, of 


New York, He came to California u 
September. 1S49, and so soon distin- 
guished himself by coolness and un- 
flinchjpg courage that he was quickly 
picked out as the man to maintain or- 
der in the lawless camps of Calaveras- 
county. Almost immediately he gained 
a reputation he never lost by arresting 
Sam Brown, a professional "bad man.' 
who killed four men 'before 
Sheriff 


Thormrwalked up in the face of a level- 
ed six-shooter and took not only him 
but his companion to Jail. 


From that time until four years age 


Mr. Thome was continuously connect- 
ed with the sheriff's office. In 1901 be 
wa* stricken with paralysis and never 
recovered his strength. 


The capture of Black Bart, the as- 


sumed name of C. E. Boles, the most 
famous and daring stage robber known 
to frontier history, was due to SheriL 
Thome's relentless pursuit and dogged 
following of what seemed a vain at- 
tempt. 


Black Bart first commenced opera- 


tions as a stage robber in 1875. and in 
eight years successfully 
held up nc 


less than 27 stages, with a gain tc 
himself of thousands of dollars. He 
always worked alone, confided in nc 
one, and when not engaged in this was 
known in San Francisco as a quiet, 
well-dressed mining man with but few 
friends, and plenty of money. In fact. 
bis methods of concealment were so 
perfect that his arrest for the crimes 
placed to the credit of "Black Bart' 
came as a staggering surprise to all 
but the officers. 


His final capture followed an attempt 


to rob the Copperopolis stage in 1883. 
A boy passenger had dismounted quite 
a way back of the spot where the stage 
was stopped by the highwayman, and 
his sudden ap'pearance with his guc 
gave the express messenger a chance, 
which he seized. The shot struck 
Black Bart in the head, but he escaped. 


Some time afterward, near the scene, 


was found a cuff stained with blood. 
A laundry mark on this was traced tc 
a laundry where Boles, known as C. 
E. Barton, had his washing done and 
at last the officers had evidence enough 
to confront Barton with the crime. HE 
was tried, convicted and sentenced tc 
serve five years in San Quentin. Aftei 
his release he disappeared, and while 
a series of daring stage robberies not 
long afterward gave rise to the sus 
plcioin that he had resumed his old 
life, nothing definite 
was 
proved 


against him. 
, 


Black Bart in all his hold-ups nevei 


took a life or Insulted a woman. He 
worked quietly and swiftly, with the 
manner of a gentleman. His particu- 
lar prey was the Wells-Fargo express 
boxes, and he celebrated the capture o: 
each treasure chest by a verse of dog 
gerel inscribed on the rifled 'box. These 
verses 
he signed: "Black Bart, P.

tries Arouses Retaliatory 


Spirit.

than they begin to tell him how unwel- 
come he is says Youth's Companion. 


The history of Chinese immigration 


in the United States is familiar. La- 
borers were needed on the Pacific coast 
and the Chinese came, or were brought, 
~rn large numbers to supply the demand. 
Then the white men began to protest 
against the competition of the Asiatics 
and after a time Chinese laborers were 
forbidden to enter the country. 


The situation K the gold-mining re- 


gion of South Africa to-day is similar 
to that in California when the Chinese 
began to flock there. The mine ownere 
have not been able to get white or 
black labor enough to work their mines 
to their full capacity. A year ago the 
importation of Chinese coolies began, 
and now there are 45,000 of them io 
the 
district. 
They were admitted 


against the protest of the British colo- 
nes in the Southern Pacific and in spite 
of the objections of public men In Great 
Britain. 


Already the question of discontln- 


ing the policy has become a party is- 
sue in England. The liberals, who hope 
to come into power, declare that the 
condition of the Chinese is practically 
one of slavery. Moreover, they assert 
that the Chinese have made life unsafe 
in the mining district; that men are 
afraid to leave their families alone, and 
that is has become necessary to barrl- i 
cade the doors and windows of the 
houses at night, and to sleep with fire- 
arms within reach. 


All this is denied by the adherents 


of the government, who maintain that! 
the situation is exaggerated or wholly 
misrepresented, and that the introduc- 
tion of Chinese la,bor has made South 
Africa prosperous. 


A most serious phaso of the situation 


is that the 300,000,000 or 400,000,000 
Chinese at homo are beginning to take, 
•note of the treatment of the Chinese 
away from homo, and aro resorting to. 
retaliatory measures ag'.iinui foreigners, 
lu China.

Heat-giving fooda, 
such as butter, dripping, suet pudd^Hg, 
milk puddings, cocoa, soups and brbtia, 
produce heat in the body, which flan- 
nel, as a non-conductor, prevents firasa 
leaving the body. 


For Breaking Up a 
Cold.—Any- 


thing that will set the blood into active 
circulation is good for a cold. Bata* 
the feet in hot water and drink hot wa- 
ter, or hot lemonade, on going to bed; 
take a salt water sponge bath and re- 
main In a warm room; bathe the faca 
In very hot water every five miratM 
for an hour or so; snuff hot saltwater 
up the nose every hour or no. Four 
or five hours' exercise in the open air la 
often effective. Four or five grain* ot 
quinine taken at night will usually hare 
a good effect 
A vmpor bath, followed 


by a cool sponge bath, is good. In bath- 
Ing, one should be careful not to gat 
chilled. 


Freezing and Frost Bites.—A point to 


bear in mind at this season Is'thjU. in 
case of freezing or frost bite, heat must 
never be applied at first. Aim at grad- 
ual restoration. Use friction, with 
snow or ice or cold water, and get ap 
all the friction possible. After awWla 
let heat be applied in the moat gentla 
manner possible. If, in the caM of 
freezing, animation does not return, try 
artificial respiration, as in the case of 
drowning. If sores follow frost bit**. • 
treat with some reliable ointment. If 
ihere is much Inflammation, poultice 
liberally. It is risky to rub frocen tkla 
too hard. A safer way is to hold snow 
against the frozen spot with th« wara* 
hand till it meltf and thus gradually 
suck out the frost Friction of the ear- 
rounding skin may be necessary to re- 
store circulation.—peopU's Hoat* Joor* 
nal.

In many respects it was the most suc- 
cessful year in the history of the de- 
partment. " The report sw»tes: 


"With but few exceptions every 


company throughout the state has 
made long strides 
in improvement, 


and the records made by the brigade 
as a whole compares favorably with

states. 
The exact qualifications of 


the brigade are 94.59 per cent., an 
increase of 4.50 per cent, over that 
of last year.
